or 821.2 per 100,000 population 
for 1960; and 782.9 deaths per 
100.000 for 1959. 
Over two-thirds of the in- 
crese in Texas deaths occured 
during the first three months 
of 1960 This was during the 
peak period of last y ears in­ 
fluenza 
outbreak. 
Health Departm ent statistic­ 
ians point out that during the 
first three months last year, 
there 
w ere 
significant 
inc­ 
reases in the number of deaths 
from influenza, pneumonia, and 
heart diseases over the corre­ 
sponding

’GOLDEN RULE’ SUGGESTED AS 
AID FOR HIGHWAY SAFETY 


The application of the “Gold­ 
en Rule” has recently 
been 
suggested to drive home our 
moral responsibility with re­ 
gards to highway safety. The 
idea makes good pense, in the 
viewpoint 
of 
J. 
O. 
Musick, 
General Manager of the Texas 
Safety 
Association, 
but 
the 
citizen 
driver must 
also be 
armed with some hard facts. 


In a resent survey, drivers 
exempted themselves from the 
likelihood o: an accident for 
these four reasons: (I) They 
always look out for pedestrians, 
(2) They drive fast only on 
straight highways when 
the 
w eather is clear and dry, (3) 
Their car is in good mechanical 
condition, and 
(4) They are 
experienced 
drivers. 
Now let’s look at the statisti­ 
cal record: (I) One-third 
of 
•the pedestrians 
killed 
(over 
a given year) were jaywalkers, 
i. e. they pop out from behind 
parked cars; 
(2) 76 0 of the 
vehicles involved in accidents 
were traveling straight ahead, 
and four out of five accidents 
occurred in dry w eather and 
on dry roads; (3) Studies sup­ 
port the fact that most acci- | 
dents 
involve cars 
with no 
apparent defects, and (4) The 
drivers 
with less 
than 
one 
y ear’s experience 
constitutes 
7 
percent 
of 
all 
m otorists, 
yet were in only 3.4O of all 
fatal accidents recorded. 
The Texas Safety Association 


whole-heartedly supports 
the 
Golden Rule application in our 
approach to the highway safety 
problem, 
but

suggestion: Good driving calls 
for more than good sense — it 
calls for good attitude.
